we should try to do so, unless in the 
desire to secure our failure.” 
Our contemporary is right; and 
whathe asserts respecting the country 
east of the Rocky Mountains is equal- 
ly applicable to the west—appticable 
to it in a higher and more important 
sense. The Dominion. cannot get on 
without railway connection with the: 
North-West. -She cannot hold, much 
less develop, the great’ North-West 
‘by ‘means of a waggon road. She 
‘cannot possess British Columbia unless

policy, a railway is a necessity. With- 
-outit the Dominion can never hold 
her own alongside of the Great Re- 
public.’
